LIFE TERM FOR WIFE SLAYER. 


James 0. Bradley Found Guilty 


Murder at Lebanon. 


of 


Lebanon, Ind.. May 28.—The jury in 


the state against James O. Bradley re- 
turned a verdict early this morning 
finding the defendant guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree, and placing 
his penalty at life imprisonment. Th< 
jury deliberated six hours. 
Bradley 


was charged with the murder of his 
wife in Indianapolis, last February 
and the case has been on trial in tho 
Boone circuit court since Monday. 


The theory of the defense was that 


Mrs. Bnidley committed suicide, af- 
ter she had been accused of wrongdo- 
ing by her husband. Bradley attempt- 
ed to explain the blond on his cloth- 
ing at the time of the arrest by say- 
ing he tried to take the knife from 
his wife after she had cut her throat.

TALKS ON TOBACCO. 


PRINZESS ALICE HAS LONG LEG. 


Big Loner Gets Her Too Fast in Mud 


a Second Time. 


New York, May 2S.—After having 


run aground twice while attempting 
to leave this port for Plymouth, the 
Xorth German-Lloyd lines 
Prinzess 


Alice finally sailed today undamaged. 
She was 24 hours behind her sched- 
ule. 
The big steamer's first mishap 


occurred yesterday forenoon, when in 
a dense fop she grounded In front of 
Fort Wardsworth, .State Island, her 
bow missing the sea-wall by a few 
feet. She floated with the aid of ten 
tugs and steamers and resumed her 
course down, the lower bay only to be 
run aground again on the edge of the 
new Ambrose channel. 


The vessel was soon freed from her 


second predicament by the rising tide 
and her own screws and proceeded on 
her voyage. She curried 42$ passen- 
gers, all of whom remained on board. 


Washington, May 28.—That the out- 


rages of the night-riders in Kentucky 
and Tennessee resulted from the op-

American

company and that unless the internal 
revenue tax on leaf' tobacco 
in the 


hand is repealed -these outrages will 
again occur, was the declaration made 
by Senator Bradley today in urging 
the adoption of his mandment to the 
senate 'bill. 


This amendment proposes to restore 


in the tariff bill the house provision 
for the free sale of leaf tobacco by the 
farmer, which was stricken out by the 
finance committee of the senate. After 
reviewing the growth of the American 
Tobacco company, Mr. Bradley said 
that, not content witli destroying all 
competition in the United States, this 
concern drove the Imperial Tobacco 
company of Great Britain, its chief 
competitor, to a compromise and ob- 
tained an agreement by 
which the 


Imperial yielded up all competition in 
the United States. 


Tobacco Trust's Work. 


"France. Austria, Italy, Portugal and 


other countries each meanwhile de- 
creed that the government would buy 
and import tobacco as a business, the 
profit going into the coffers of the gov- 
ernment under what is known as the 
regie system," said Mr. Bradley. "Tho 
American Tobacco company, seeing the 
danger in this direction, entered into a 
conspiracy with the Regie agents by 
which the territory should be and was 
divided, all agreeing to pay the same 
fixed price and allotting the territory 
into well-defined districts so that there 
could be no conflict of interests." 


Thus the producers found themselves 


powerless and hemmed ia on every 
side, continued Mr. Bradley, and after 
appealing to congress, without effect, 
as a last resort organized the pooling 
societies which resulted in a saturnalia 
of crime in Kentucky, and Tennessee. 
While denouncing the night-rider out- 
rages. Mr. Bradley declared that the 
tobacco leaf growers were so sorely 
pressed that they were forced to com- 
bine to protect themselves and that the 
crimes which resulted were due to the 
trust's oppression, 
.

SOME OPTION FACTS. 


The trend of the labor vote In op- 


tion elections In the big Industrial 
centers of the state where elections 
have been, held have been a matter of 
general-surprise and to the saloon, in- 
terests' . of 
great'' disappointment. 


Muncie, Kokomo, Marlon, Alexandria 
and Elwood, all very Important manu- 
facturing 
centers- ' gave:" anti-Saloon 


majorities. Anderson, gave a pro-sa- 
loon majority of some seven hundred, 
but less than half what had been con- 
fidently looked for by the liquor man- 
agers. 
The labor element, while it 


constitutes as a whole a vary large 
body of the saloon patronage, has dis- 


closed itself as not favorable to re- 
tention of the saloon. In Muncie the 
labor vote had been depended upon to 
roll up a "wet" majority that would 
wipe out the "dry" pluralities of the 
country, but that city as a matter of 
fact furnished a "dry" margin of con- 
siderable breadth. ' Fort Wayne "Is a 
greater industrial center than any of 
tha cities that have yet voted. What 
would be the history of the labor vote 
here were an option election to be 
held? We doubt 'if the 
pro-saloon 


element could very confidently depend 
on it. That has not been the history of 
the labor vote in any other city. 


NOT READY FOR A TEST. 


The splendid victory of the temper.- 


ance forces in Madison, county Wed- 
nesday is somewhat offset by two 
losing battles fought In Laporte and 
Floyd counties Thursday. To banish 
saloons from Madison county with its 
three cities was an achievement of 
great magnitude. The loss of Laporte 
county was looked for. Public senti- 
ment in that county was in no such 
state as to lend encouragement to any 
hope for banishing the saloons. 
The 


result was the most disastrous rout 
the temperance forces have aa yet en- 
countered. It teaches and emphasizes 
the lesson that there must bo readi- 
ness for trial of the issue before the 
battle is begun at the polls. While a 
"wet" victory In Laporte county had 
been practically a foregone conclusion 
for weeks, the sweeping diameter of It 
costs the Anti-Saloon league some- 
thing in prestige while to the same ex- 
tent it gives tho liquor forces hcnrt. 
The Floyd county election went quite 
as It had appeared that it would. The 
Ohio river counties of Indiana present 
peculiar difficulties in an option light 
and the battle which centered in New 
Albany had a very moist aspect from 
the start. 


One class of lawlessness is always 


the pretext for other classes of lawless- 
ness. The licensed saloonkeeper who 
sees a blind tiger in operation without 
let or hindrance throughout proscribed 
seasons is apt to view his own situa- 
tion 03 the keeper of a legalized place 
as being somewhat better and more en- 
titled to 'indulgence than the keeper of 
an outlawed resort, and In consequence 
ho makes law enforcement difficult so 
far as licensed places may bo con- 
cerned. 


"Wets" at Bloomington yowl dismal- 


ly that the county went "dry" because 
state university students voted. Sup- 
pose now "drys" of Laporto county 
may bo entitled' to counter-charge 
that the county went "wet" by reason 
of the students in that other large

The .act provides that 
the board of education-."shall arranga 
to supply the words and music in suffl-' 
cient quantity for the purpose'indicat-

Xew York, May 2S.—The will of the 


late Henry H. Rogers was llled for pro- 
bate here today. The testator leaves 
all his property to his widow, children 
and relatives with the exception ot 
$100,000 willed to the town of Fair- 
haven, Mass., for the use of the pri- 
mary and' grammar schools in that 
community. 


The will gives to the widow the use 


of the New York city residence and 
sets aside a trust fund of from $2.500,- 
000 to $3.000,000 to provide an annuity 
for her of $100,000. After death this 
trust fund is to be returned to the resi- 
duary estate. Mr. Rogers leaves his 
residence at Fairhaven. Mass., and his 
real estate there to his son, Henry H. 
Rogers, jr. 


Relatives Well Provided For. 


Various trusts, ranging in amounts 


from $10.000 to $200.000 each and al- 
together 
aggregating $5.500,000, 
are 


created for the benefit of Mr. Rogers' 
collateral relatives. 
The income from 


these trusts Is to be paid to the various 
beneficiaries during their lives, and up- 
on their deaths the principal of the 
trust funds will revert to the residuary 
estate, of the testator. 


Mr. Rogers after making those ,be-, 


quests divided his residuary estate In- 
to four trust funds, one for the benefit 
of each of his children, when the chil- 
dren attain the age of 40 years they 
are each to receive one-half of the 
principal of the trust created for their 
benefit; the other half is to be held in 
trust during the life of each child, but 
the children are each given the power 
to dispose 
of the 
principal o£ the 


trust by will. 


No Estimate of Estate Given. 


The executors of the will are: Henry 


H. Rogers, Jr., John W. Sterling, ot 
New York; Walter P. Wlnsor, of Fair- 
haven, Mass., and the Farmers' Loan 
and Trust company, of New York. 


No estimate of the value of the es- 


tate was given with the filing of the 
will further than a statement that the 
real estate is worth more than $10,000 
and that the personal estate exceeds 
$10.000.

line. Recent dispatches from Canada 
have intimated that the agreement 
reached by the commissioners is in 
the main satisfactory to that govern- 
ment. As soon as accepted by both 
governments it will be proclaimed.

• Some of the bitterest ecclesiastical 
controversies have been waged; by 
men-who have, shut thi_ir eyes to this 
principle and| who have instate > that 
their system of theology, was as axio^ 
matic as mathematics. Just as cer- 
tainly as two and' two are four, in 
their estimation they "have the -only 
demonstrable theological dogma. A 
cursory perusal of the writings of the 
apostles reveals the .fact that each of 
those .men presented one side of the 
body1 of divinity. Thus Paul's theme 
was almost exclusively Justification by 
faith; -John, in gospel and epistle 
dwelt upon the value of-'love: Peter 
was the champion of hope, and James 
shows up the necessity of good works. 


The idea is never intimated by any 


one of these writers that the subject 
is expounding is all there is to Chris- 
tianity, they each merely emphasize 
and develop one phase of truth. 


And yet there have always been 


carping critics who have sought .to set 
these writers over again each other, 
and make them appear to contradict 
and oppose each '• other. Especially 
has that been true in regard1 to Paul 
and James. They have been repre- 
sented as fighting each other. Even 
so clear headed a man • as 'Martin 
Luther called the epistle of, James, 
"aa spistle of straw." 


Fighting Common Foe. 


• .But such a view, is altogether wide 
of the mark. Instead of attacking 
each other Paul and James stand back 
to back fighting the common foe. 
Paul's faith works by love and puri- 
fies the heart, and James' works are 
the fruit of the tree, of which the 
sap is faith. If there were no invisi- 
ble sap in the tree there would be 
no visible fruit, the tree .might claim 
to have sap but its falsity would be 
shown by lack of fruit.. That sort of.a 
profession could'not save the tree 
from the axe. So the loudest profes- 
sion of faith wo$d avail nothing for 
the man who produced no fruit of 
right living. . The world demands 
fruit, fixes its eyes upon fruit, and 
thinks not at all of the sap which pro- 
duces it So James' says: Don't'1
